SAUGATUCK — The bodies 


of a man and woman, found in 
the Gulf of Mexico Thursday 
amid the wreckage of their 
boat, havo been identified as 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter L. Coburn, 
both about 50, owners of Sauga- 
tuck's largest motel. 


The bodies were found by the 


Const Guard, ending a search 
that began Tuesday when the 
Coast Guard air station at St 
Petersburg, F!a., picked up a 
distress call. 


The alarm was received at 


2:30 p.m. from a man who said 
that his boat, the Cara Mia, "is 
breaking

water." The location was given 
as seven flours, 13 minutes out 
of

LANSING (AP) — Gov. Willi- 


am Milliken was sworji into of- 
fice New Year's Day for his 
first full term as the state's 
chief executive, but it was for- 
mer Gov. George Romney who 
stole the show at the inaugural 
ceremonies. 


It was supposed to be a day 


featuring Milliken with the lieu- 
tenant 
governor, 
James 
H. 


Brickley, cast in a strong sup- 
porting role. 


Democrats, elated at 
their 


sweep of all other partisan of- 
fices on the ballot, were holding 
their own celebration. 
Romney 


and his wife, Lenpre, first made 
their appearances on the capitol 
steps at Hie specific invitation 
of Milliken. 
GOVERNOR AGAIN? 


One puzzled observer 
was 


heard to say: "Is Romney going 
to become governor'again?" 


Milliken took the oath o£ office 


in chilly, 20-degree weather be- 
fore a sparse crowd of some 500. 
He asked tor bipartisan support 
to help solve Michigan' future 
problems, speaking slowly and 
deliberately during his 15-min- 
ute address. 


The loudest applause followed 


by gales of laughter came after 
Milliken said: "Today, after so 
many Democrats have taken of- 
fice, it is appropriate to reaffirm 
that pledge." 


At the Republican inaugural 


reception and luncheon, Rom- 
ney, JJ.S. Secretary for Housing 
and Urban Development, spoke 
twice as long as Milliken. 


He praised President Nixon 


and Milliken, blasted the news 
media and defended the losing 
U.S. Senate campaign of his 
wife 
against 
Sen. 
Philip H. 
Hart. 


Republicans, who 
paid $75 


each to attend, loved every min- 
ute of it. They gave Romney 
standing applause. "We have 
the right man now serving as 
President of the United States," 
said Romney of Nixon. "He has 
made a marvelous contribution 
in the international field. I pre- 
dict he will do the same in the 
national field in the next two 
years." 


Romney 
said 
of 
Milliken: 


"You have the right man in the 
governor of Michigan. When I 
left the state he became the 
leader of the party. I tell you 
now he will lead us forward and 
make Republicans 
again the 


dominant party in Michigan. 


Then Romney lashed out at 


newsmen. 


"There has been a folklore in 


Michigan about that campaign 
by my wife," said Romney bit- 
terly. "It has been written that 
it was a disastrous campaign 
by my wife and tended to un- 
dercut Gov. Milliken, 


"I didn't raise a finger to sug- 


gest her as a candidate. T didn't 
even campaign for her until the 
final day. 


"She sacrificed herself by be- 


coming a candidate. She had a 
pledge to keep and Lenore ke]»t 
it. Lenore kept the party frorti 
becoming split by a bloody pri- 
mary.

He got his interview by singing 
outside Rpthafel's door. 


Melton 'was given a contract 


and he became one of "Rofcy's 
Gang" at the Roxy Theater. In 
1932 he made his debut in New 
York's Town Hall. 7fe sang on 
such radio programs-as "Voice 
of Firestone," " H a r v e s t of 
Stirs," "Telephone flour," and

H« was a member of the Met 


from I9<2 to 1952 and among his

a medical problem as well as a 
social 
p r o b l e m . 
Intensive 


studies 
by 
psychiatrists and 


researchers show that many of 
those who commit violent acts 
do so because they have some 
brain abnormality that limits 
any control over their anger. 


Dr. Frank R. Ervin, of the 


Massachusetts General Hospital 
in Boston, says, "The person 
with this abnormality may go to 
extremes of behavior. If another 
driver annoys him in traffic, 
he may try to ram the other car 
or drive him off the road. A 
minor disagreement may cause 
him to lose central, and he 
winds up beating his wife or 
children, or fighting at work." 


Until these studies pointed to 


brain disorders, it was assumed 
that 
uncontrolled violent be- 


havior could always be, traced 
to poor environment and in- 
adequate family background. 


Now the attitude is that many 


criminals commit these acts 
because of' disorders in their 
brain waves. 


Perhaps such studies may one 


diy lead to the control of 
criminal violence.

It didn't come easy. 
The Cornhuskers, ranked third 


rushed out of the gate to take 
a 10-0 leadiin the opening period 
on a 26-yard field goal by Paul 
Rogers and a three-yard run by 
Joe Orduna. Each followed a 
fumble recovery. 


But the fifth-ranked Southeast- 


ern Conference champions kept 
fighting back, trimming the lead 
to 10-6. on a pair of field goals 
by Mark Lumpkin. 


With two minutes left in the 


third quarter, LSU drove 75 
yards, helped By a 19-yard pass 
interference penalty, to score on 
the period's final play—a 31- 
yard pass from Buddy Lee to 
Al Coffee. 


Tagge, voted the game's out- 


standing back, got bis stagger- 
ing club to regroup and prompt- 
ly drove them 67 yards to the 
winning touchdown. 


The Husker quarterback scor- 


ed it from the one with 6:10 
elapsed in the final period when, 
as he was belted at the one, he 
stretched his arms, pushing the 
ball into the end zone. 


The arm-stretching act on the 


third down play was quick think- 
ing by Tagge. who later said, "I 
thought I made a lot of mental 
mistakes. Yes, those broken 
plays were my fault. I just 
went the wrong way on some 
new plays we put in for this 
game." 


However, it was the Nebras- 


ka defense that proved most 
deadly for LSU as the Huskers 
dumped Tiger backs for losses 


14 times totaling 115 yards. 


Sophomore Willie Harper, a 


205-pound end, was the heart of 
the defense. He blocked'one pass 
at the line of scrimmage, forced 
LSU's Wayne Dickinson into a 
four-yard punt late in the game, 
stole the ball from the Tiger 
quarterback in the fourth quar- 
ter and made four tackles for 46 
yards in losses. He was voted the 
game's outstanding lineman. 


LSU's hopes for a last minute 


miracle died when linebacker 
Bob Terrio intercepted 
Bert 


Jones' pass with 45 seconds re- 
maining. 


The only battle remaining for 


the Huskers is that in the final 
poll. The race for No. 1 appears 
to be between the Huskers, No- 
tre Dame and fourth-ranked Te 
nessee, which whipped Air Force 
in the Sugar Bowl. 


Charles McClendon, the genial 


LSU coach whose team lost to 
Notre Dame 3-0 said, "They're 
the same type of team as No- 
tre Dame. NebraskR's got a real 
tough offense and they're going 
to be No. 1 so they've got to be 
better. You could say they sort 
of engulfed us. 


"You don't make mistakes 


against the No. 1 team in the 
country and expect to win," 
said McClendon, who was a New 
Year's Day loser for the first 
time. He had won four previous 
Jan. 1 bowl games. 


The turn of events in the Cot- 


ton and Rose bowls brought back 
bitter memories for Devaney. 
Exactly five years ago No. 1, 
Michigan State lost in the Rose 
and No. 2 Arkansas lost to LSU 
in the Cotton. 


Nebraska, ranked third, took 


on No. 4 Alabama in the Orange 
Bowl that night and the Crimson 
Tide soared to a 39-28 victory 
that earned them the No. 1 spot 
in the AP's first poll following 
bowl games.
